Talking Movie Made As 
Slaver Of Dances 
Re-Enacts Campus Killing 


; HOLLYWOOD, (IP—De Witt 
; Clinton Cook, 20, a scrawny, shag- 
| headed printer, took the leading 
| role today in a talking motion pic- 
‘ture which probably will send him 
|to the state's lethal gas chamber. 
| It was a confession innovation 
|and it may be used sometime today 
; when the county grand jury is ask- 
| ed to indict him on eight counts in- 
/cluding murder, murderous assault, 
‘rape, robbery, and burglary. In it 
he illustrated his most widely pub- 
licized crime, the slaying of Anya 
Sosyeva, blonde Russian dancer and 
'movie extra, on the city college 
campus last February, 


He also confessed slugging Delia 
Bogard, 20, movie actress, and Myr- 
tle Wagner, 17, a domestic. Police 
Captain Dalton Patton said 
would be asked to repeat his confes- 
sions to the grand jury and, if ne- 
cessary, the talking movie 
be screened. A grand jury indict- 
ment would eliminate the delay of 
municipal court hearings and make 
Cook's trial possible within a week. 

Dalton had a complete film col- 
ony unit set up on thec ollege cam- 
pus for the reinactment of Miss 
Sosyeva’s murder, and Cook carried 
off his part with no show of re- 
morse, talking and acting as _ his 
own director as the sequence was 
recorded on the sound film.

A few weeks ago a fellow repre- 
senting the Ham and Eggs move- 
ment came here from San Francis- 
co and spent an hour lecturing on 
banks.
